The Antifederalists Were Right

September 27 marks the 
anniversary of the publication of the first 
of the Anti-federalist Papers in 1789. 
The Anti-federalists were opponents of 
ratifying the US Constitution. They 
feared that it would create an 
overbearing central government. As the 
losers in that debate, they are largely 
overlooked today. But that does not 
mean they were wrong or that we are 
not indebted to them. 

The Anti-federalists warned us 
that the cost Americans would bear in 
both liberty and resources as a result of 
the government that would evolve under 
the Constitution would rise sharply. 
Their objections led to the Bill of Rights, 
to limit that tendency (though with far 
too little success today). 

Anti-federalists opposed the 
Constitution on the grounds that its 
checks on federal power would be 
undermined by the judiciary's expansive 
interpretation of the "general welfare" 
clause (which would be claimed for 
every law) and the "all laws necessary 
and proper" clause (which would be 
used to override limits on delegated 
federal powers), creating a federal 
government with unwarranted and 
undelegated powers that were bound to 
be abused. 

They did not foresee that the 
Commerce Clause would come to be 
called "the everything clause" in law 
schools, used by centralizers to justify 
almost any conceivable federal 
intervention. 

One of the most insightful of 
the Anti-federalists was Robert Yates, a 
New York judge who, as a delegate to 
the Constitutional Convention, withdrew 
because the convention was exceeding 
its instructions. Yates wrote as Brutus in 
the debates over the Constitution. Given 


his experience as a judge, his claim that 
the Supreme Court would become a 
source of almost unlimited federal over¬ 
reaching was particularly insightful. 

Brutus asserted that the 
Supreme Court would become a source 
of massive abuse because it was 
beyond the control "both of the people 
and the legislature," and not subject to 
being "corrected by any power above 
them." He objected that provisions for 
the removal of judges didn't include 
rulings that went beyond their 
constitutional authority, rulings which 
would lead to judicial tyranny. 

Brutus argued that the Court 
would interpret the Constitution 
according to the alleged "spirit", rather 
than the "letter" of its written words (as 
the doctrine of enumerated rights, 
spelled out in the Tenth Amendment, 
would require). 

Further, rulings derived from 
whatever the court decided its spirit was 
would effectively "have the force of law," 
due to the absence of constitutional 
means to "control their adjudications" 
and "correct their errors". This failing 
would compound over time in a "silent 
and imperceptible manner", through 
precedents that built on one another. 

Judicial power would shape the 
federal government, because the 
Supreme Court's decisions would 
control the power vested in government 
and its different branches. Brutus 
argued against Alexander Hamilton's 
assertion in Federalist 78 that the 
Supreme Court would be "the least 
dangerous branch." 

Brutus further warned that the 
new government would not restrict in its 
taxing power, and that the legislature's 
war power was highly dangerous: "the 
power in the federal legislative, to raise 
and support armies at pleasure, as well 
in peace as in war, and their controul 


over the militia, tend, not only to a 
consolidation of the government, but the 
destruction of liberty." 

Brutus accurately described 
both the cause (the absence of sufficient 
restraints on the size and scope of the 
federal government) and the 
consequences (expanding burdens and 
increasing invasions of liberty) of what 
would become the federal power we 
now see all around us. 

The federal government has 
grown orders of magnitudes larger than 
Brutus could ever have imagined (in part 
because he was writing when indirect 
taxation limited the size of the federal 
government, before the 16th 
Amendment opened the way for direct 
taxation via the income tax in 1913), far 
exceeding its constitutionally 
enumerated powers, despite the 
constraints of the Bill of Rights. The 
result burdens citizens beyond his worst 
nightmare. 

The judicial tyranny that was 
accurately and unambiguously predicted 
by Brutus and other Anti-federalists 
shows that in essential ways, they were 
right and that modern Americans still 
have a lot to learn from them. We need 
to understand their arguments and take 
them seriously now, if there is to be any 
hope of restraining the federal 
government to the limited powers it was 
actually granted in the Constitution.

SPLC: Militia activity on the 
rise in U.S. 

Right-wing militia groups are 
on the rise in the U.S. after nearly a 
decade of obscurity, according to a new 
report from the Southern Poverty Law 
Center (SPLC), which monitors hate 
groups and extremist activity. 







The report, released 
Wednesday, warns of "unmistakable 
signs of a revival of what in the 1990s 
was commonly called the militia 
movement." 

“Militia rhetoric is being heard 
widely once more, often from a second 
generation of ideologues, and 
conspiracy theories are being 
energetically revived or invented anew. 
"Paper terrorism" — the use of property 
liens, bogus legal documents and 
"citizens' grand juries" to attack enemies 
and, sometimes, reap illegal fortunes — 
is again proliferating, to the point where 
the government has set up special 
efforts to rein in so-called "tax defiers" 
and to track threats against judges.... 

“Militia training events, huge 
numbers of which are now viewable on 
YouTube videos, are spreading. One 
federal agency estimates that 50 new 
militia training groups have sprung up in 
less than two years. Sales of guns and 
ammunition have skyrocketed amid 
fears of new gun control laws," reports 
the SPLC. 

The report also cites a range of 
events and reports as evidence for the 
purported upswing in militia activities, 
including the murders of six law 
enforcement officials over the last 
several months by those espousing anti¬ 
government, racist, or pro-militia beliefs. 
It also singles out the June shooting of a 
National Holocaust Museum guard by 
James Von Brunn, who had ties to white 
supremacist groups. 

The SPLC report also claims 
that with the election of Barack Obama, 
the messages of militias, not traditionally 
focused on racial hatred, have taken on 
racial undertones. 

Agence France-Presse reports 
that some experts believe that the 
upsurge in militias is in part caused by 
"a vibrant world of unsubstantiated yet 
widely publicized conspiracies." 

Fox News writes that 
conservative groups are dismissing the 
report, which they say relies on a 
Department of Homeland Security 
(DHS) report released earlier this year 
on right-wing extremism. They say that 
the DHS report relies on unofficial 
reports and unfairly lumps together 
legitimate critics of the Obama 
administration with radical militias, and 
as a result the new SPLC report is 
suspect for the same reasons. 

"They are attempting to brand 
all right-of-center protesters as potential 
domestic terrorists or extremists," 
[William Gheen, president of Americans 
for Legal Immigration PAC,] said. "They 
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are painting whole swaths of people as 
hate groups and extremists." 

As for the purported rise in 
"militia" groups, which SPLC includes as 
part of the broader anti-government 
"Patriot" movement, Gheen said: "We're 
just not seeing it.” 

Dwight Lewis, a columnist for 
The Tennessean, writes that "the 
Southern Poverty Law Center's track 
record is one that doesn't show it 
disseminates information to the public 
just to be blowing smoke." 

Consider the letter SPLC 
officials wrote to U.S. Attorney General 
Janet Reno 15 years ago warning about 
extremists in the militia movement, 
saying that the "mixture of armed groups 
and those who hate" was "a recipe for 
disaster." 

Six months later, the Murrah 
Federal Building in Oklahoma City was 
bombed. 

“Yes, we've got to take note of 
the return of these right-wing militia 
groups, but more importantly, 
government and law enforcement 
officials need to make sure they're kept 
in check.”

Rule by fear or rule by law?

Since 9/11 the federal 
government has assumed the authority 
to institute martial law, arrest a wide 
swath of dissidents (citizen and 
noncitizen alike), and detain people 


without legal or constitutional recourse 
in the event of "an emergency influx of 
immigrants, or to support the rapid 
development of new programs." 

Beginning in 1999, the 
government has entered into a series of 
single-bid contracts with Halliburton 
subsidiary Kellogg, Brown and Root 
(KBR) to build detention camps at 
undisclosed locations within the U.S. 
The government has also contracted 
with several companies to build 
thousands of railcars, some reportedly 
equipped with shackles, ostensibly to 
transport detainees. 

According to diplomat and 
author Peter Dale Scott, the KBR 
contract is part of a Homeland Security 
plan titled ENDGAME, which sets as its 
goal the removal of "all removable 
aliens" and "potential terrorists." 

The Military Commissions Act 
of 2006 allows for the indefinite 
imprisonment of anyone who donates 
money to a charity that turns up on a list 
of "terrorist" organizations, or who 
speaks out against the government's 
policies. The law calls for secret trials for 
citizens and noncitizens alike. 

Rep. Jane Harman (D-CA) has 
come up with her Violent Radicalization 
and Homegrown Terrorism Prevention 
Act of 2007, which passed the House by 
the lopsided vote of 404-6, that would 
set up a commission to "examine and 
report upon the facts and causes" of so- 
called violent radicalism and extremist 
ideology, then make legislative 
recommendations on combatting it. 

A clue as to where Harman's 
commission might be aiming is the 
Animal Enterprise Terrorism Act, a law 
that labels those who "engage in sit-ins, 
civil disobedience, trespass, or any 
other crime in the name of animal rights" 
as terrorists. Other groups in the 
crosshairs could be anti-abortion 
protesters, anti-tax agitators, 
immigration activists, environmentalists, 
peace demonstrators, Second 
Amendment rights supporters ... the list 
goes on and on. According to author 
Naomi Wolf, the National 
Counterterrorism Center holds the 
names of roughly 775,000 "terror 
suspects" with the number increasing by 
20,000 per month. 

The Constitution does not allow 
the executive to have unchecked power 
under any circumstances. The people 
must not allow the president to use the 
war on terrorism to rule by fear instead 
of by law.

Islamic “education” 

KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia - 
A Muslim model will be caned next 
week, becoming the first woman in 
Malaysia to be given the punishment 
under Islamic law. 

An Islamic court ordered that 
Kartika Sari Dewi Shukarno, 32, be 
lashed six times with a rattan cane after 
she was caught drinking alcohol in a 
raid on a hotel night club in eastern 
Pahang state. 

"It is a good punishment 
because under Islamic law a person 
who drinks commits a serious offense," 
said Prosecutor Saiful Idham Sahimi. 

Saiful said Kartika will be 
released from a woman's prison "as 
soon as possible" after the caning is 
carried out. 

Saiful said the rattan cane to 
be used on Kartika would be lighter than 
the one used on men, and its purpose 
was to "educate" rather than punish. 

Muslims, who make up about 
two-thirds of Malaysia's 28 million 
people, are governed by Islamic courts 
in all civilian and Islamic matters. Most 
alcohol offenders are fined, but the law 
also provides for a three-year prison 
term and caning. 

Non-Muslims are governed by 
civil courts, which also impose caning 
for offenses such as rape and 
corruption. Caning, administered on the 
buttocks, breaks the skin and leaves 
permanent scars.

No exit from lawyers’ cartel 

Acting in accordance with an 
Act of the State Legislature, the 
Supreme Court of Wisconsin 
promulgated rules and bylaws creating 
an integrated State Bar and requiring all 
lawyers practicing in the State to be 
members thereof and to pay annual 
dues of $15. Appellant paid his dues 
under protest and sued for a refund, 
claiming that the State Bar engaged in 
political activities which he opposed, 
and that, by coercing him to support it, 
such rules and bylaws violated his rights 
under the Fourteenth Amendment. The 
State Supreme Court held that 
compulsory enrollment in the State Bar 
imposed only the duty to pay dues, 
sustained the constitutionality of the 


rules and bylaws, and affirmed a 
judgment dismissing the complaint. On 
appeal this Court [the U.S. Supreme 
Court] affirmed the judgment without 
passing on the conclusion of the 
Wisconsin Supreme Court that appellant 
may constitutionally be compelled to 
contribute his financial support to 
political activities which he opposes.

Beware of FBI provocateurs 

HARTFORD, Conn. (AP) - A 
New Jersey blogger facing charges for 
allegedly threatening lawmakers and 
judges was trained by the FBI on how to 
be deliberately provocative, his attorney 
said Tuesday. 

Hal Turner worked for the FBI 
from 2002 to 2007 as an "agent 
provocateur" and was taught by the 
agency "what he could say that wouldn't 
be crossing the line," defense attorney 
Michael Orozco said. 

"His job was basically to 
publish information which would cause 
other parties to act in a manner which 
would lead to their arrest," Orozco said. 

Prosecutors have 

acknowledged that Turner was an 
informant who spied on radical right- 
wing organizations, but the defense has 
said Turner was not working for the FBI 
when he allegedly made threats against 
Connecticut legislators and wrote that 
three federal judges in Illinois deserved 
to die. 

"But if you compare anything 
that he did say when he was operating, 
there was no difference. No difference 
whatsoever," Orozco said. 

Special Agent Ross Rice, a 
spokesman for the FBI in Chicago, said 
he would not comment on or even 
confirm Turner's relationship with the 
FBI. 

Turner, 47, of North Bergen, 
N.J., is in federal custody in Illinois. 

In June, Turner urged his 
readers to "take up arms" against 
Connecticut lawmakers and suggested 
government officials should "obey the 
Constitution or die," because he was 
angry over legislation—later 
withdrawn—that would have given lay 
members of Roman Catholic churches 
more control over their parish's finances. 

He wrote in Internet postings 
the same month that the Illinois federal 
appeals judges "deserve to be killed" 
because they issued a ruling that upheld 
ordinances in Chicago and suburban 
Oak Park banning handguns. He 
included their photos and the room 
numbers of their chambers at the 
courthouse. 


Orozco said his Newark, N.J.- 
based firm has been representing 
Turner for the past five years, including 
during his FBI informant years. 

Orozco said he plans First 
Amendment defenses in both cases.

SECDEF seeks more power 
inside U.S. 

The Secretary of Defense has 
approached Congress to post 379,000 
military personnel throughout the United 
States in times of emergency or a major 
disaster. 

In June, the U.S. Northern 
Command distributed a “Congressional 
Fact Sheet" entitled “Legislative 
Proposal for Activation of Federal 
Reserve Forces for Disasters." The 
proposal would “authoriz[e] the 
Secretary of Defense to order any unit 
or member of the Army Reserve, Air 
Force Reserve, Navy Reserve, and the 
Marine Corps Reserve, to active duty for 
a major disaster or emergency.” 

This raises the prospect of 
military personnel patrolling U.S. streets, 
in conflict with the Posse Comitatus Act 
of 1878. 

Paul Stockton, Assistant 
Secretary of Defense for Homeland 
Defense and America’s Security Affairs, 
made the proposal in a July 20 letter to 
the National Governors Association. 

“We are concerned that the 
legislative proposal you discuss in your 
letter would invite confusion on critical 
command and control issues,” Governor 
James H. Douglas of Vermont and 
Governor Joe Manchin III of West 
Virginia, the president and vice 
president of the governors’ association, 
wrote to Stockton August 7. They 
asserted that governors “must have 
tactical control over all . . . active duty 
and reserve military forces engaged in 
domestic operations within the 
governor’s state or territory." 

According to Pentagon public 
affairs officer Lt. Col. Almarah K. Belk, 
the legislative change is necessary in 
the aftermath of a “catastrophic natural 
disaster, not beyond that,” and she 
referred to Katrina. 

But NorthCom’s Congressional 
fact sheet refers not just to a “major 
disaster" but also to “emergencies" 
"defined in section 5122 of title 42, U.S. 
Code." 

That section gives the 
President the sole discretion to 
designate an event as an “emergency” 
ora “majordisaster." 

It also defines “major disaster" 
as “hurricane, tornado, storm, high 
water, wind-driven water, tidal wave, 




tsunami, earthquake, volcanic eruption, 
landslide, mudslide, snowstorm, or 
drought, fire, flood, or explosion.” 

The President can call up the 
Reserves only in an emergency 
involving “a use or threatened use of a 
weapon of mass destruction” or “a 
terrorist attack or threatened terrorist 
attack in the United States,” according 
to 10 USC 10 1209, Section 12304, 
which explicitly prohibits the President 
from calling up the Reserves for any 
other “natural or manmade disaster, 
accident, or catastrophe.” 

So the proposed legislation 
would greatly expand the definition of 
emergency and delegate that power to 
the Secretary of Defense. 

Mike German, the ACLU’s 
national security policy counsel, 
expressed amazement “that the military 
would propose such a broad set of 
authorities and potentially undermine a 
100-year-old prohibition against the 
military in domestic law enforcement 
with no public debate and seemingly 
little understanding of the threat to 
democracy.” 

At the moment, says Pentagon 
spokesperson Belk, the legislation does 
not have a sponsor in the House or the 
Senate.

DHS’ “knife-control” on hold 
for now 

Dear [Constituent], 

U.S. Customs and Border 
Protection (CBP), of the Department of 
Homeland Security, recently ruled that 
knives with spring- and release-assisted 
opening mechanisms are considered 
switchblades as defined by the 
Switchblade Knife Act, and therefore 
prohibited from importation. Following a 
comment period that ended on June 22, 
2009, CBP planned to issue a final 
determination regarding the importation 
of spring-assisted knives. 

On July 9, 2009, Senator John 
Cornyn (R-TX) offered an amendment to 
the DHS Appropriations Act of 2010 that 
clarified the definition of switchblade 
knives to exclude spring-assisted 
knives. The amendment passed the 
Senate by unanimous consent. CBP will 
continue to enforce the Switchblade 
Knife Act with this new exception.

Still crazy after all these years 

After the assassination of John 
Kennedy in 1963, the Congress banned 
the sale of guns through the post. Three 
gun-lovers drove 2,500 miles from 


Arizona to Washington, DC, to protest. 
One argued that the bill was part of "a 
further attempt by a subversive power to 
make us part of one world socialistic 
government" and that it could "create 
chaos" and help "our enemies" to seize 
power. Not much has changed since 
Richard Hofstadter described this 
incident in his The Paranoid Style in 
American Politics. Gun-lovers still argue 
that the slightest curb on their right to 
bear arms will make America vulnerable 
to tyranny. And in other areas, too, the 
paranoid style is alive and frothing. 

Some of Barack Obama's 
detractors insist that he was not born in 
the U.S. and is therefore constitutionally 
barred from being president. Yet Mr 
Obama's birth certificate says he was 
born in Hawaii. There is even an 
announcement of his birth in the archive 
of the Honolulu Advertiser, a local 
newspaper. A YouGov poll for The 
Economist found that 26% of 
Republicans think Mr Obama is 
probably foreign-born. 

Some Americans think Obama 
is the Antichrist. The evidence for this, 
apparently, is that in the Bible Jesus is 
quoted as predicting that Satan will 
come down from heaven like lightning, 
and the words for "lightning" and 
"heaven" in Hebrew sound a bit like 
"Barack Obama". Plus, his presidential 
limo is nicknamed "The Beast". There is 
even the theory that Mr Obama is a 
closet Nazi. He thinks abortion should 
be legal. Historically, some abortion 
advocates have also been eugenicists. 
Therefore he must be one of them. Also, 
he wants to discourage smoking. So did 
Hitler! 

Hofstadter argued that political 
paranoia-a mix of anger, heated 
exaggeration, suspiciousness and 
conspiratorial fantasy-was most evident 
on the extreme right. For example 
Isolationists in the 1940s accused 
Franklin Roosevelt of deliberately letting 
the Japanese bomb Pearl Harbour to 
provide an excuse for war. Talk-radio 
crackpots in the 1990s accused the 
Clintons of having Vince Foster, a 
depressive friend of theirs who killed 
himself, murdered. 

On the left some people 
believe that AIDS was cooked up by the 
government to kill blacks. A staggering 
18% of Americans think that George 
Bush probably knew in advance about 
the attacks of September 11th 2001 but 
allowed them to proceed anyway. To 
believe this, you have to believe that the 
Bushies were both wicked enough to 
murder thousands of Americans and 
brilliant enough to execute the plot 
without a single leak-in a culture where 


Richard Nixon could not even hush up a 
burglary. 

It does not help that politicians 
on both sides are willing to fan the 
flames. Sarah Palin calls Mr Obama's 
health-care proposals "evil". Harry Reid, 
the Senate majority leader, calls the 
protesters who loudly oppose them "evil- 
mongers". Nancy Pelosi, the speaker of 
the House of Representatives, calls 
them "un-American". 

In his book Voodoo Histories: 
The Role of the Conspiracy Theory in 
Shaping Modern History, David 
Aaronovitch argues that conspiratorial 
fantasy can have dangerous real-world 
consequences. Timothy McVeigh killed 
168 people with a bomb in Oklahoma in 
1995 because he thought the federal 
government was hatching various 
dastardly plots. 

Some people watch the 
ferment at town-hall meetings in 
America today and worry that another 
Oklahoma-style atrocity is brewing. A 
few protesters are waving placards 
wishing for Mr Obama's death. Others 
are ostentatiously wearing firearms 
outside his rallies. A recent report by the 
Southern Poverty Law Centre describes 
an uptick in the number of "Patriot" 
militia groups since Mr Obama's election 
and frets that some could turn violent. 

One should not exaggerate 
such threats. The Secret Service does 
not let gun-wielding protesters too near 
the president. And the vast majority of 
people who visit crazy websites will 
never hurt anyone. But there is no 
cause for complacency, either. 
Politicians should tone down the 
rhetoric. Protesters should read some 
history before making Hitler 
comparisons. Talk-show hosts should 
stop pretending that paranoid nitwits are 
asking reasonable questions. If people 
are continually told that their 
government is plotting against them, a 
few may decide to fight back. And as 
Lee Harvey Oswald showed, even one 
man with a violent sense of grievance 
can do a lot of harm.

Secrets & lies of E. Howard 
Hunt

When spymaster Everette 
Howard Hunt thought he was dying, his 
eldest son, St. John, called Saint, came 
to visit him in Miami. 

In the CIA, Hunt had helped 
remove a duly elected leftist president in 
Guatemala and assisted in subterfuges 
that led to the murder of Che Guevara. 
But the Bay of Pigs debacle derailed 
Hunt's career, and because of the 1972 




Watergate burglary he spent 33 months 
in prison. 

Saint, a meth addict for 20 
years, wanted to know if he had any 
information about JFK’s assassination. 
His father had sworn in two government 
investigations that he didn’t. But in 
August 2003, he wrote down the names 
of men who participated in a plot to kill 
the president. 

His connection to the 
assassination came about in 1974 when 
a researcher stumbled across a photo of 
three tramps in Dallas’s Dealey Plaza. It 
was taken on November 22, 1963, the 
day of Kennedy’s shooting, and one of 
the tramps looked like Hunt. His 
autobiography, American Spy: My 
Secret History in the CIA, Watergate & 
Beyond, doesn't include what he gave to 
Saint. But he still has the memo - “It has 
all this stuff in it,’’ Saint says, “the chain 
of command, names, people, places, 
dates. He wrote it out to me directly, in 
his own handwriting, starting with the 
initials ‘LBJ’”. 

Saint told me, “Around 1975, I 
saw a poster on a telephone pole about 
who killed JFK, and it had a picture of 
the three tramps. My eyes popped out of 
my head... It looks like my dad. There’s 
nobody that has those same facial 
features. Then I remember ’63 and my 
mom telling me dad was on a business 
trip to Dallas. His alibi is he was at home 
with his family. I was in the fifth grade. 
We were told to go home, because the 
president had been killed. I remember 
going home but I don’t remember my 
dad being there. Then he has this whole 
thing about shopping for Chinese food 
with my mother that day, so they could 
cook a meal together.” 

Saint pauses. “I can tell you 
that’s the biggest load of crap in the 
f***ing world.... I’m so sorry, but that 
would never happen. Ever.” 

Like many a conspiracy nut 
before him, he was more than a little 
obsessed. “After seeing that poster of 
the three tramps,” he says, “I read two 
dozen books on the JFK assassination, 
and the more I read, the more I was 
unsure about what happened. I was 
trying to sort out things that had touched 
me in a big way.” 

That time in Miami with Saint 
by his bed, Hunt scribbled the initials 
“LBJ”, standing for Kennedy’s vice- 
president, Lyndon Johnson. Under 
“LBJ”, connected by a line, he wrote the 
name Cord Meyer, a CIA agent whose 
wife had an affair with JFK; later she 
was murdered, a case that has never 
been solved. Next to Meyer’s name the 
name Bill Harvey, another CIA agent; 
also connected to Meyer’s name was 
the name David Morales, another CIA 


man and a well-known, vicious black- 
operations specialist. To Morales’s 
name is a line and the framed words 
“French Gunman Grassy Knoll”. 

Hunt was saying that Lee 
Harvey Oswald wasn’t the only shooter 
in Dallas. There was also, on the grassy 
knoll, a French gunman, presumably the 
Corsican mafia assassin Lucien Sarti, 
who has figured prominently in other 
assassination theories. Hardly anything 
concrete is known about him. He was 
killed by the police in 1972. 

A few weeks later, Saint 
received a tape recording from his dad. 
Hunt’s voice essentially remakes the 
same points he made in his handwritten 
narrative. Soon afterwards, Hunt's 
second wife Laura found out what had 
been going on put an end to it. Saint 
and his father were kept apart and never 
got a chance to finish what they’d 
started. 

There is no way to confirm 
Hunt’s allegations - all but one of the 
co-conspirators he named are long 
gone. 

On January 23 the spymaster 
dies. The New York Times obit reads: 
“Mr. Hunt was intelligent, erudite, suave 
and loyal to his friends. But the record 
shows that he mishandled many of the 
tasks he received from the CIA and the 
White House. He was ‘totally self- 
absorbed, totally amoral and a danger to 
himself and anybody around him.

Police corruption on the 
Mexico border 

McALLEN, Texas - An 
Associated Press investigation has 
found U.S. law officers who work the 
Mexico border are being charged with 
criminal corruption in numbers not seen 
before. 

More than 80 officials at all 
levels — federal, state and local — have 
been convicted since 2007, shortly after 
Mexican President Felipe Calderon 
declared war on the drug cartels. 

In Cameron County, Texas, 
Sheriff Conrado Cantu is serving a 24- 
year sentence for extorting money from 
drug traffickers and illegal gambling 
operations. 

Not all corruption charges were 
related to drug trafficking. Agents helped 
smuggle immigrants, drugs or other 
contraband, in return for money or 
sexual favors. 

Court records show corrupt 
officials along the 2,100-mile U.S.- 
Mexico border have included local 
police, sheriffs, U.S. Customs and 


Border Patrol agents and even National 
Guardsmen. 

As Calderon sent thousands of 
soldiers to northern Mexico to stop the 
gruesome cartel, CBP, the largest U.S. 
law enforcement agency, boosted its 
border forces by 44 percent or 6,907 
additional officers and agents on the 
southwest border. 

In the past 10 months, 20 
agents from CBP alone have been 
charged with a corruption-related crime. 
90 employees have been charged with 
corrupt acts since October 2004. 

At least as unsettling were the 
prospective agents: Four applicants for 
jobs in federal border law enforcement 
were not hired when polygraph tests 
and background checks confirmed they 
were infiltrators from drug trafficking 
operations, authorities said. 

Such in-depth checks are 
conducted on only about 10 percent of 
applicants for border agent jobs, though 
such scrutiny will eventually be made 
standard for all applicants, according to 
CBP. Meantime, officials are left to 
wonder: Are other gangsters working 
undercover for agencies charged with 
protecting the U.S. border?

Bipartisans to the rescue 

WASHINGTON (Reuters) - 
Treasury Secretary Timothy Geithner 
requested that Congress raise the $12.1 
trillion debt limit, saying that it could be 
breached in mid-October. 

"It is critically important that 
Congress act before the limit is reached 
so that citizens and investors here and 
around the world can remain confident 
that the United States will always meet 
its obligations," Geithner said in a letter 
to Senate Majority Leader Harry Reid. 

The debt limit was last raised in 
February when the $787 billion 
economic stimulus legislation was 
passed. 

The latest request comes as 
the Treasury is expected to issue net 
new debt of as much as $2 trillion in the 
2009 fiscal year ended September 30 
and up to $1.6 trillion in the 2010 fiscal 
year, according to bond dealer 
forecasts. 

Geithner urged Reid to not let 
politics hamper U.S. credit-worthiness. 
“Because members of both parties have 
long recognized the need to keep 
politics away from this issue, these 
actions have traditionally received 
bipartisan support," he wrote. "This is 
clearly a moment in our history that calls 
for continuation of that tradition.”

ObamaCare: Send in the social 
workers

The proposed Obama 
healthcare bill has a snitch network built 
into it, allowing social workers into your 
home. It will result in many many more 
children being taken from families by 
Child Protective Services agencies. This 
is the fulfillment of a long-held dream by 
such agencies to gain access to homes, 


without first getting a report of abuse or 
neglect, as currently required by law. 

This "home invasion" program 
is found on page 838, Section 1904, and 
is called the "Home visitation programs 
for families with young children and 
families expecting children." It sounds 
innocuous, but based on my 15 years of 
fighting these bureaucrats in court on 
behalf of innocent families, the way it 
will work will be much more sinister. 

Visits from the bureaucrats are 
voluntary in theory. (So are income 
taxes.) After your OB/GYN confirms a 
pregnancy, the doctor will be required to 
report it to the leviathan healthcare 
bureaucracy. Then, chirpy social 
workers will pressure you to allow them 
to "voluntarily" enter your home. These 
so-called "mandated reporters" must 
report any abuse or neglect or 
potentially face fines and jail. 

Poor and racial minority 
communities will be targeted, since they 
are more vulnerable and cannot as 
readily access legal muscle to repel the 
invaders. 

Once into your home, they will 
find something to call "abuse" or 
"neglect." Their jobs depend on it, and 
you can be sure that the managers will 
set quotas, which will never be 
acknowledged. Then, they will open a 
case with a CPS agency, and give you 
"services," whether you like it or not. 

This is a backdoor means of 
getting around the Fourth Amendment 
to the U.S. Constitution and similar 
provisions in most state constitutions 
that prohibit entry into a home without a 
search warrant, which can only be 
authorized by a magistrate or judge on 
probable cause that a crime has or is 
being committed. 

This part of the Obama 
healthcare bill is terrifying, and the 
numbers of children taken from families, 
as well as those who will have to endure 
weekly or monthly visits from a social 
worker, will increase manyfold. That is 
the whole reason for mandating these 
visits in the first place. If they did not 
expect to kidnap more children and to 
open many more administrative cases, 
the provision would not be there.
